THE WORKS PROGRAM. 

The President in his radio talk to the country 
Sunday night gave a clear and succinct explanation 
of the gigantic public works program—the philoso- 
phy behind it, the method of administration, the ob- 
jectives which the administration hopes will be 
reached. He told little about the plan that had not 
already been. brought out in public statements and 
the protracted congressional debate over the issues 
involved, but his speech, delivered as it was on the 
eve of the actual spending of the work-relief money, 
served the highly useful purpose of dramatizing the 
great effort that the country is making to promote 
recovery through this method. 

There has been nothing of the kind in the history 
of the world to equal the magnitude of this un- 
_dertaking to provide employment and stimulate busi- 
| ness by the use of public funds on public works. 
|The nearest comparable effort was our Own appro 
| priation of $3,300,000,000 for that purpose two years 


ago—a sum, incidentally, which remains, though | 


| completely allocated, in considerable part unspent. 
|'That appropriation was heralded as a “pump-prim- 
Saige operation that would start a life-giving stream 
| flowing through the channels of private business. Op- 
'timism on that score was misplaced. Business recov- 
| ery still lagged. We are now trying the same plan on 
: a larger scale; but it is notable that the emphasis is 
no longer primarily upon the ‘“pnump-priming” fea- 
ture, but upon the giving of relief. Thus, the Pres- 
ident in his radio speech said: ‘Its first objective 
is to put men and women now on the relief rolls 
to work and. incidentally, to assist materially in our 
already unmistakable march toward recovery.” 

The first objective prompted the passage of the 
relief bill by Congress. Something had to be done 


that overtopped all others. If the relief expendi- 


‘in anv event the pressing problem created by an 


more expensive method of work relief.

It follows that the scheme of social secur- 
ity contemplated in the bill cannot come into 
operation until funds have been accumulat- 
ed and until the states have legislated. Only 
by keeping these two considerations in mind 
can the meaning of the bill be understood. 

The point comes out clearly in’ the provi- 
sions for old age. There {s no fund in ex- 
istence out of which to pay anything to those 
who are already old. Therefore, the bill pro- 
poses to provide them with pensions out of 
general taxes. The amount of their pen- 
sions, on the other hand, is to be determined 
by each state, with the Federal Government 
standing ready to match dollar for dollar. 
up to $15 per month, what each state de- 
cides to give. Thus, if a state decides to 
give $15 out of its revenues, the pensioner 
will receive $30; if the state decides to give 
$10, he will receive $20; if the state decides 
to give $20, he will receive $35. All this 
applies to those who are now or will soon be 
65 years or more, though until 1940 a stete 
may raise the age limit to 70 years. 

But this system, if it were allowed to run 
on indefinitely, would soon become an in- 
tolerable burden on the general tax reve- 
nues. There are now about 7,500,000 men 
and women over 65 years of age, of whom 
about 1,000,000 are dependents on public sup- 
port. The best estimates show that by 1940 
there will be 8,300,000 over 65; that by 1950 
there will be 10,800,000; that by 1970 there 
will be 15,000,000. The tendency is for men 
to live longer. At the same time, there is a 
tendency for industry to retire employes 
earlier. If, therefore, an increasing number 
of old persons had to be supported out of the 
general revenues, the cost would become 
enormous. By 1960 it would be costing two
